He designs to show the entire in- 
dependence which las state maintains to- 
wards the general government, and that he 
does not asli its protection in a single par- 
ticular. We were quite pleased to read this 
pissajie. from his speech, for it releives us 
from the feat- that ws have always had that 
Georgia nud the south genarally asked pro- 
tection for one or its material interests— 
slavery. 
-> ow, our doctrine has always been, 


nn.l is now, that the general government 
should withdraw all protection from or re- 
cognition of this institution ; that the nation 
s'-.ould do what the fathers of the govern- 
ment intended, ignore it entirely ; and nev- 
er mention the word slave or slavery, either 
directly or indirectly, in any of its laws or 
treaties. That is the whole of our doctrine 
as a politician in relation to slavery in this 
country. If this were carried out strictly, 
the subject of slavery would be banished 
from the halls of congress, the territories, 
mid iho courts of law. Withdraw all sup- 
port of it, and let it stand or fall as it may 
have strength to do so. 
This couid not be 


objeeu-d to by Senator Toonibs, since he 
thinUs that his state of Georgia, and in fact 
:•.!! the slave states would not be injured a 
single farthing if every law of the United 
.Str.ics should be abolished. 
These are very 


brave words, but if we should agree with 
him even in this single particular of repeal- 
ing the laws protecting slavery, a storm of 
indignation would be raised in the whole 
south, not even excepting the state of Geor- 
gia, v.-hose senator pretends to scor 
of the funeral 


much sound sense, good 
discretion and 


wise judgment, that we copy the concluding 
part of its remarks with much satisfaction. 
After discussing the ends and aims of the 
republican party, it proceeds to say that— 


" It ought to select its presidential candi- 


dates from among its own men, and not to 
go outside its own ranks under any consid- 
eration whatever. If those opponents of the 
administration who have no staple organ!- 
tion of their own, are in earnest iu what 
they profess, they will have no 'difficulty in 
voting for such men as we can present.— 
But if they insist upon our taking their men 
as the sole condition of their votes it will 
show that they are not sincere in their co- 
operation, but in fact had rather see the 
democratic party succeed than allow a truly 
republican administration. To select our 
candidates from among those who labored 
so earnestly to defeat us in 1856, would be 
degrading as well as suicidal. If we are 
willling to have a man who stands upon the 
same ground with Fillmore, how can we 
justify ourselves with not having voted for 
Fillmore last time 1 But, indeed, if we are 
willing to take such a man now, we had 
best by all means take Fillmore himself, 
with his prestige of experience and states- 
manliUe knowledge and habits.
